Reference is made to a copy of a letter purportedly prepared at Rio 
do Janeiro, Brazil on February 21, 1949, fey Anatoly Mikhailovich Granovsky. 
According to the copy of this letter received by the Bureau, additional copies 
sere forwarded to the President of the United States, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, Attorney General Ten Clark, and Anny Chief of Staff Ctaar Bradley. 


For your information, Granovsky was locate^ at the Hotel Rio Negro, 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. On being contacted, he appeared pleased that his 
letter had aroused scaae Interest and he was curious to knew whether or not the 
other copies had been perused fay any of the high officials of the United States 
Government to wham they were directed. Granovsky stated he had taken no action 
regarding revealing the nature of hie contacts with and services to intelligence 
officials of the United States Any in Europe. He, however, affirmed that he 
will be forced to taka sons such "desperate action" in the event he is not given 
assistance in his present dileaena. 


During the interview Granovsky was reluctant to enter into specific 
particulars regarding the Information he allegedly had famished United States 
intelligence officials. He stated he had been interrogated by & Russian 
language expert for approximately two months and had furnished several type¬ 
written volumes of data at that time. Granovsky speaks vary inadequate, though 
fairly understandable, BngUsh and practically no Portuguese. Granovsky com¬ 
mented that he had spent ten days in typing the letter prepared under date

Granovsky's Rumanian passport in the name of (Rieorghe Alexandra 
Filipas (allegedly furnished to hia by U, S, Array Intelligence prior to bis de¬ 
parture from Europe for Bolivia) expired on July 10, 1948, and there is no 
possibility of hia renewing this document. He points out that he speaks no 
Ru m a n ia n and is unable to present any evidence of Rumanian citizenship other 
than the passport. 

Granovsky has prepared in the Russian language a series of articles, 
or a manuscript, of his background in Russia, including his contacts with high 
Russian officials and experiences in the MVD, the U7D and the i!GB, and he has 
sold the Brazilian rights of a translation of this manuscript to Portuguese to 
a number of Brazilian newspapers, receiving therefor approximately £2,600.00. 

Shis money has all been spent, however, and he is destitute, and he explains 
that he has no further possibility of earning a living in Brazil. 

Granovsky points out that, aside from services already rendered by 
him to the United States, he is still in position to perform valuable services 
in the field of counterespionage and anti-Russian propaganda, and he consented 
that his intimate knowledge of tho inner-workings of the Russian espionage and 
counterespionage organizations far exceeds that possessed by Gouzenko of the 
Canadian spy trials, and of Victor Kravchenko, the author of "I Chose Freedom."

Bureau advice is re¬ 
quested as to whether or not it Is desired that GRANOVSKY be 
interrogated in detail concerning his knowledge of Russian espionage 
organizations and activities. In the event It is so desired, it 
will be necessary to provide financial assistance to him during 
the period of time he is under interrogation, and also give him 
some sort of encouragement that the Bureau will endeavor to assist 
him In reaching the United States. On the basis of available 
information, the photographs of documents in GRANOVSKY's poss¬ 
ession, and the interrogation conducted thus far, it Is believed 
that he is telling the truth concerning his true Identity and 
his contacts with United States Intelligence in Germany. It is 
also believed that, in the event the information furnished by 
him to Army Intelligence has not been made available to the Bureau, 
this information at this late date YKmld be invaluable in connection 
with the Bureau's jurisdiction and responsibilities. If it is 
desired that he be interrogated in detail, it is requested that 
the Bureau advise by cable, utilizing the code designation men¬ 
tioned above in connection with the case, also authorizing the 
payment to him of $ 150.00 per month during the period of inter¬ 
rogation.

To acquaint you with the developments concerning subject, Granovsky. 


BACKGROUND; 


Granovsky is in Brazil illegally having entered that country clandestinely 
from Bolivia. He has been granted permission to remain in Brazil temporarily pending 
a solution of his status. Under date of February 21, 1949, Granovsky directed a 
letter to the Bureau, with copies to the President of the United States, the Secretary 
of State, Acheson, the Attorney General and the Army Chief of Staff, wherein he 
contends that while in Europe, several months ago, he furnished considerable infor¬ 
mation concerning Soviet intelligence to "the United States intelligence officials", 
for which services he was promised he would be taken to the United States. He now 
considers that he ha3 been double-crossed by American intelligence officials in that 
thejr will not assist him in his endeavor to enter the United States. 


Pursuant to the above-mentioned letter, Granovsky was interviewed by our 
Legal Attache at Rio de Janeiro at which time he reiterated his allegations as to 
his mistreatment by American intelligence authorities in Europe and declared-his—.... — 

intention of disclosing to the press, his experiences in this regard which he 
believes will be seized upon by the Communist press throughout the world. 



Our Legal Attache at Rio de Janeiro has advised that considerable concern 
has been expressed by officers and attaches of the Embassy in that city with regard 
to Granovsky's intention of disclosing his allegations of mistreatment to the press. 
United States Ambassador Johnson, Rio de Janeiro, has remarked "that the case is noV 
longer an operational matter involving an intelligence agency but involves the // 
prestige and foreign relations of the United States". Ambassador Johnson is plam&ig 
to travel to the United States with Brazilian President Dutra who is scheduled to . 
depart for the United States on May 16, 1949, and the Ambassador has indicated that 
he may discuss this matter personally in Yfeshington.

Up to the present time, the writer has succeeded in 
dissuading GRANOVSKY from taking any steps to contact the Swedish 
Embassy or publicizing his displeasure toward the individuals 
who "robbed him of his identification documents and failed to 
carry, out their promises to him;" however, unless the Bureau is 
interested in thoroughly de-briefing GRANOVSKY, or has some 
other interest in him, it is not believed that there is any 
point in the writer's attempting to assume any further re¬ 
sponsibility for him or his actions. 

The information furnished by GRANOVSKY, the documents 
in his possession, and his actions and demeanor during the past 
year bear strong evidence that his background is authentic and 
that promises probably were made to him in Europe and not ful¬ 
filled, either as a result of connivance by some of the indi¬ 
viduals involved or the inability of those individuals to carry 
out the promises made.

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GRANOVSKY's story Is generally true and they have revealed 
to GRANOVSKY and to the writer their, inability to understand 
the attitude which the United States representatives have taken 
toward GRANOVSKY. It would also appear that his going to the 
Swedish Embassy or contacting Swedish police or other officials 
directly would be embarrassing to the United States Government 
generally, and, unquestionably, any publicity given to GRANOVSKY'S 
allegations would constitute very unfavorable propaganda; It 
has been pointed out by GRANOVSKY that United States Intelligence 
and counter-intelligence operations in general would suffer 
seriously if the Communist press throughout the world were to 
make capital of his story, and if Russian intelligence officials 
were able to point to-his case as an example of "what happens 
to deserters who sell out to the United States." 

As mentioned in the letter of reference, it is 
requested that the Bureau advise as to whether or not it is 
interested in a detailed interrogation of GRANOVSKY.

There are recorded hereinunder the results of an 
interview with the captioned individual, who alleges to have 
been an official in the NKVD-MGB of the Soviet Union, and who 
presently is residing In Rio de Janeiro under the name of 
GHEORGHE ALEXANDRU FILIPAS: 

Background Information 

ANATOLY MIKHAILOVICH GRANOVSKY is the son of MIKHAIL 
A, GRANOVSKY, one of the early leaders of the Communist move¬ 
ment in Russia and a member of the Supreme Soviet until he was 
arrested and "liquidated” In 1937* When young GRANOVSKY attempted 
to inquire of the NKVD concerning the fate of his father, he, 
too, was arrested and was held from January to July, 1939* He 
claimed that he was released by the NKVD on the condition that 
he become an operative of the organization, to which he agreed. 

- He claimed that he had been well acquainted with Stalin, Molotov 
and Beria as a youth and that he had considerable contact with 
the latter as an official of the NKVD and later MVD-MGB. 

He related that after entering the Russian Intelligence 
Service he had received training at Moscow and later had served 
on various assignments in the Ukraine, at several posts in the 
Baltic Sea area and with the Russian troops on the eastern front. 
He entered Berlin with the first Russian occupation troops, and 
in July, 19^5, was transferred to Prague, where he headed the 
Russian undercover espionage operations in Czechoslovakia, his 
cover being that of a civilian refugee. He stated that during 
this period a plan was discussed wherein he would attempt to 
reach the United States a3 a refugee, but this was abandoned 
and he was assigned to the MGB station at Kiev. 

In April, 19M>, he was instructed to go under cover 
as a sailor on a Soviet vessel which would be visiting various 
Baltic and northwestern European seaports for the purpose of 
collecting espionage information, and toward this end he was 
furnished a certificate of discharge from the MGB. The vessel 
to which he was assigned arrived at Stockholm, Sweden, on 
June 10, 19I4.6, and on June 21 he presented himself to the 
Military Attache to the United States Embassy at Stockholm. 
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Contacts with United States 
Officials at Stockholm 

GRANOVSKY related that on September 19, 1946, Ills 
ship had received instructions from the Russian Ministry of 
Commercial Marine to proceed to the port of Libava, Lithuania, 
and upon learning this he determined to desert from the ship 
and his responsibilities to the MGB and deliver himself to 
United States authorities in Stockholm.

ing understandable communications, and| I ref erred him to the

able to converse in the German language. He spent several days 
in the apartment of a member of the Military Attache's staff, 
and on September 25 was delivered into the custody of the Swedish 
National Police.' 


He alleged that the vessel remained in Stockholm 
until approximately September 29, and officials of the Russian 
Embassy made representations to the Swedish Foreign Office 
and police concerning him, believing initially that he had been 
the victim of an accident or foul play. The Swedish police 
deemed it advisable to inform the Russian Embassy of the fact be 
that he was in their custody and did not wish to return to b7c 

Russia, and embassy officials made several attempts to contact 
him at the police department and demanded his return. 

GRANOVSKY related that his presence in Sweden had 
been embarrassing for the Swedish Government but that, contrary 
to the wishes of several cabinet ministers, the King of Sweden 
had signed a decree dated November 8 declaring him to be a 
political refugee, instructing the Swedish Foreign Office to 
furnish him with a “Fremnlng” Passport for Foreigners, and 
instructing the Swedish police not to deliver him to the custody 
of the Russian Government. 


From September 3^ to November 15 he remained in the 
custody of the Swedish police and was interrogated by several 
representatives of the Swedish Army, police and Intelligence 
services. 


On November 15, GRANOVSKY was taken from Stockholm 
to Port Malmo by train, and from Port Malmo was transported by 
a special speedboat to Copenhagen, where he was disembarked on 
the beach and was met by Danish police or army officials, who 
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carried him by automobile to the city of Copenhagen. During 
three or four days of the period in which he remained in that 
locality, he was constantly in the company or custody of a high 
official of the Danish police or army intelligence, who presented 
him to the Princess of Denmark. 


Contacts with United States 
Officials in Germany 


On the night of December Ij., GRANOVSKY was given over 
to the custody of a British intelligence officer, whose identity 
he did not learn, but this officer transported him in the trunk 
of his automobile from Denmark into the British Zone of Germany. 
Shortly after crossing the fron tier, the British officer de¬ 
livered him to ! l of "United States Army Intelli¬ 

gence", who took from him all of the identification documents 
in his possession, stating that these documents would be returned 
to him at Frankfort. He was instructed to speak nothing but 
German and was advised that he would be transported as a "German 
prisoner". After many hours of traveling by automobile, and 
three changes of automobile and custodian, he arrived in Munich, 
where he was placed in t he hands of a "civilian official of 
Army Intelligence" named I I. who spoke fluent Russian 

and who interrogated him daily from December 5, 19M> to March 

13, 19^7• 
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On approxim ately March 13, 1 9^-7, GRANOVSKY was trans¬ 
ferred from Munich by l ' | named | L who trans¬ 

ported him by automobile to a bungalow on an estate of a former 
German baron, which was located between Frankfort and Heidelberg. 
At this locati on, he wa3 housed wit h a staff sergeant and a 
naval officer, ! I, who was an expert on docu¬ 

ments, and during a period of approximately two months he was 
given d aily instruction in Eng lish by a civilian employee named 
I l and was interrogated bv l ~ I and a head of 

Military Intelligence from Frankfort named|_ I .

if any questions were asked. | | drove him across the British 
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and French Zones of Occupied Germany to Brussels, where they 
were contacted by an offi cial of the United States Embassy or 
Consulate, to whom I I delivered a Rumanian passport in the 

name of GHEORGHE ALEXANDRU FILIPAS and a package of money, with 
the following comment: "Here is his passport and a thousand 
bucks for the Bolivian visa."

instructions that he should take no action toward assisting him 
in traveling to the United States. 

On November 22, GRANOVSKY traveled to Buenos Aires 
in an attempt to establish some sort of business enterprise 
between Buenos Aires and La Paz but, becoming discouraged, he 
returned to La Paz on December 3* His employment at the Anglo- 
American Club was terminated during the latter part of February, 
I9I4.8, and he travelled from La Paz to Concepcion, Bolivia, where 
he attempted to prospect for gold without success. He was 
virtually starving to death when an American missionary at 
Concepcion took him into his residence, fed him and gave him 
sufficient financial assistance to allow him to travel by plane 
to Bauru, Bolivia, from where he traveled by train to Corumba., 
Brazil. 

He entered Brazil from Bolivia on the basis of a. 
police permit which is utilized by citizens of both countries 
near the border to travel from one country to another for business 
purposes. In Corumba, he was assisted by a Canadian missionary, 
who purchased passage on a river vessel from Corumba to Porto 
Esperanca, from where he traveled by train (second class) to- 
Sao Paulo. Having no money after purchasing his train ticket, 
he had no food other than a banana during the three days he was 
traveling by train. 

Upon arriving in Sao Paulo, he attempted to contact 
an American business man with whom he had become acquainted 
while traveling from Sao Paulo to La Paz and^who had been friendly 
to him, but^since this American was out of Sao Paulo he went to 
the Hotel Sao Paulo, where he was known, and was afforded 








accomodations. On the return of his American friend, he appealed 
to the latter for assistance but was advised to see the Americ an 
Consulate. At the Con.qnT p, te, he was Interviewed by I I 

I I. to whom he stated his case briefly 

and advised that the $20.00 or so which he owed the hotel might 
result in his being taken to the police and being forced to 
reveal his previous intelligence contacts with United States 
officials, and the fact that he had been sent to Bolivia by 
them with an "illegal passport". Having failed to obtain 
assistance at the Consulate, he was thrown out of the hotel 
and his one suitcase retained by the management, and after walk¬ 
ing the streets without food for another day or so, he finally 
delivered himself to a local police district, the delegate of 
which later turned him over to the Political Police.

GRANOVSKY emphatically declared that every Important 
official of the United States A rmy Intellige nce Service from 
I 1 in Stockholm, I I.

I l and l I had studied with him the manner in which they would 
effect his entry to the United States. He stated that, when the 
plan whereby he would enter the United States by the way of

Declarations Concerning Payment 

GRANOVSKY declared emphatically that he had not re¬ 
ceived one cent of remuneration in connect ion wit h his services 
other than the $ 360.00 furnished to him by I ~| at the time of 
his departure from Antwerp. He admitted that all of his require¬ 
ments, including housing, transportation, clothing, food and 
recreation had been provided, but he reiterated that he had 
received no payment nor had he asked for any, since he con¬ 
sidered that his reward for services rendered would be admittance 
to the United States, where he felt certain that he could pro¬ 
vide amply for himself through writing magazine articles and a 
book. He pointed out that "banishment to Bolivia with $20.00 
in his pocket and a false Rumanian passport which would expire 
with no possibility of its being renewed could hardly be con¬ 
sidered as an improvement over his earlier status as a C aptain 
in the MGB."

Peeling the necessity of establishing his true 
identity in order to clarify his status with Brazilian police 
authorities and authenticate his writings concerning his Russian

. GRANOVSKY also has in his possession a copy of an 
United States Technical Manual, which consisted of a Russian-

In this connection, he displayed an alphabetical list of English 
idiomatic expressions with their pronunciation in accordance 
with Russian phonetics and Russian meaning, which he said he 
had prepared during the course of his English instruction. 

GRANOVSKY mentioned that khaki clothing which he has 
worn on occasions, and which is of United States military color 
and design, had been purchased for him at the PX at Heidelberg.

10) Examination of hundreds of documents to determine whether 
or not they were still in use in Russia, and the pre¬ 
paration of various plans by which.

11) Information concerning the relationship between Soviet 
espionage and the communist parties abroad. 

12) Considerable information concerning Russian heavy 
industry for military purposes and Soviet efforts 
to produce the atomic bomb. 

GRANOVSKY specifically mentioned that he had identi¬ 
fied Major URI DIMITRIEVICH MILOZOROV, a former official in 
the sabotage school attended by GRANOVSKY, who in 19^7 was i* 1 
the United States for the purpose of obtaining intelligence 
information concerning the atomic bomb. 

GRANOVSKY’S Status in Brazil 

GRANOVSKY’S unofficial permit from the Ministry of 
Justice to remain in Brazil expired on February 15, 19^9, and 
he has been advised that this will not be renewed unless he Is 
able to furnish further proof of his desertion from Russia and 
’’services to the United States." His Rumanian passport in the 
name of FILIPAS expired on July 10, 19I4.8, and cannot possibly 
be renewed. Not being in possession of a legal identification 
document, he cannot obtain permanent residence In Brazil and 
cannot be gainfully employed without an identification document 
reflecting legal permanent residence. 

He believes that if he v/ere to contact the Swedish 
Embassy in Rio de Janeiro he would be able to obtain the 
assistance of the Swedish Government in rehabilitating himself, 
but he points out that such action would automatically cut him 
off from any possibility of going to the United States, and 
he claims that he does not wish to take any such action except 
in case of extreme necessity. 

He pointed out that his other alternative would be 
to release his complete story as recorded above to the press; 
however, he expressed his reluctance to take this action since 
he has refrained from revealing the nature of his contacts 
with United States Army Intelligence during eighteen months 
since he arrived In La Paz, and still is hopeful that "the 
promises made to him by United States officials in Europe will 
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be fulfilled." He commented that any publication of the 
foregoing story by the press would be utilized to advantage 
by Russian propaganda as an example of "what happens to traitors 
who desert to the enemy, and undoubtedly would result in the 
Western Powers losing the possibility of obtaining valuable 
intelligence information from the use of double agents and 
deserters like himself." 

In connection'with GRANOVSKY'S status, it should be 
pointed out that he is destitute and has little or no possi¬ 
bility of earning a living in Brazil. Up to the present time 
he has been supported by handouts from various police officials 
who sympathized with him, and recently has been Instructing an 
official of the Brazilian Naval Ministry in Russian, but these 
sources of income are known to have been exhausted within the 
past few weeks. 

He published in Rio de Janeiro a series of articles 
for which he received approximately $2,800.00 ($800.00 of which 
he had to pay for translations to Portuguese), but these funds 
also have been spent and he has been unable to obtain any 
further income from this source. 

There can be little question but what a considerable 
portion of GRANOVSKY'S story is authentic, and he appears to 
be very intelligent and potentially dangerous as a source of 
unfavorable propaganda and publicity to the United States.

He 
described this Individual as being about 35 years of age, 6' 2 " 
tall, weighing 200 pounds, having brown hair and eyes, a round 
but handsome face, broad shoulders and a very clean-cut appear¬ 
ance. He believed that, being an aviation engineer, he had be¬ 
come a specialist on jet aviation, and possibly atomic information, 
and the source claimed that MILOVZOROV's photograph was shown to 
him by Source D and he had been given to understand that MILOVZOROV 
had been operating in the United States. 

Cover Name3 

With regard to the foregoing topic. Source B related 
that each operational agent within the MGB normally selected his 
own cover name. He stated that this pseudonym was known only to 
the Chief of the Otdel who, if he chose or if called upon to do 
so, might communicate the cover name to a super!or. He explained 
that his operational cover name had been I I and that he 

also had used a different cover name in connection with his 
special training at a NKVD sabotage school in 1942-1*3, when he 
had used the name 1 j . He admitted that very few actual 

agents ever came to know the cover names utilized by their col¬ 
leagues in sutmitting reports and information.
